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Voters go on feeding frenzy

In what was described by one 
resident as a "feeding frenzy," Wil- 
mington voters pulled out the stops 
Saturday, added back 20 town jobs, 
and voted a municipal budget 
$850,000 over the levy limit for 
FY 1991. Because of the passage of 
the Reading Light article Tuesday, 
the amount was reduced from 
$1,116,555. 

According to finance committee 
Chairman Neil Waisnor, the town 
now has the option of seeking an 
override of Proposition 21/2 or 


coming back at a later town meet- 
ing to make amendments needed to 
get within the confines of 21/2. A 
four-fifths vote of the board of 
selecumen is needed to put the over- 
ride question on the ballot. 

The 545 voters in attendance at 
the annual town meeting contin- 
ually ignored warnings by fincom 
and restored jobs and funds to 
decimated town departments. In 
addition, they ignored fincom's ad- 
ditional $100,000 cut in the school 
budget and went along with the 
school committee's recommenda- 


tion. 

In opening statements, Waisnor 
explained the difficulty his board 
had in trying to bring in a viable 
town budget this year. 

"I find this to be the least res- 
ponsible budget that we have ever 
presented to a town meeting,” 
Waisnor said, referring to a budget 
that was already $260,000 over the 
levy. 

The school budget was taken up 
first during the grucling seven 
hour session. School officials and 
residents alike stoutly defended the 


Town meeting approves 
settlement with Reading Light

An article to rescind two 
previous town meeting votes and 
enter into a 20 year contract with 
Reading Light squeaked by with a 
bare nine vote margin Tuesday 
following heated debate on both 
sides. Except for the groundwater 
protection by-law the previous 
night, no other article on the town 
meeting warrant generated as 
much attention or as much 
soul-searching on the part of voters 
as this one, 

Article 26 was drawn at 8:50 
p.m, after 16 other articles were 
dis- pensed with in record time. 

Those against the article advised 


town meeting to wait until the 
town's financial picture improves 
and the town can again negotiate 
from a position of strength. Speak- 
ers from the chamber of commerce 
claimed industrial rates were not 
taken into consideration during 
negotiations and charged the 
in-licu-of-tax payments are really a 
form of "back door" tax. Others 
were outspoken against a long term 
contract. 

"There is no free lunch. We're 
not going to get something for 
nothing. We're going to pay for 
it,” said fincom's George Hooper 
as he urged voters to "stand by and 
see what tomorrow brings." 


Smoking 
fine: $50

Wilmington students will now 
pay a big price to smoke on school 
property thanks to a six to one vote 
of the Wilmington School Commit- 
tee. The decision grew out of a 
request by WHS Principal Paul 
Fleming to add a stronger no 
smoking policy to the student hand- 
book. 

Fleming told committeemen that 
issuing a $50 fine for each offense 
was in keeping with the board of 
health's no smoking code. He added 
issuing a a penalty to students 
who are caught with a lit cigarette 
in their possession is really his 
“only alternative." 

Smoking in the girls' restrooms 
has been an ongoing problem in the 
high school building. In recent 
months, the students themselves 
have complained of the smoke and 
pushed for a solution to the pro- 
blem. 

According to Assistant Principal 
Ed Woods, 35 suspensions have 
been issued for smoking so far, 
Five to ten of those students, he 
added, are repeat offenders. 

Committeeman Shirley Callan in- 


itially questioned the legality of 
imposing fines then motioned to 
create a smoke-free environment 
in the whole school. Supt. William 
Fay assured her the fine was legal. 
Others disagreed with a total smok- 
ing ban on teachers and students 
alike 

"I'm uncomfortable legislating 
morality for the teaching staff,” 
said Fleming. He explained many 
teachers were between the age of 
40 and SO and have habits that have 
already been formed, The prin- 
cipal went on to add his first 
responsiblity is to instill proper 
values in his students. Callan's 
motion for a smoke-free high 
school failed. 

Two other motions passed 
Though the superintendent favored 
waiting until September to put the 
policy into effect, committee mem- 
bers went along with Peggy Kane's 
motion to put it into effect and 
begin enforcement as soon as it's 
legally possible to do so. The board 
also agreed with Callan's second 
motion to apply the no smoking 
policy to all Wilmington schools. 


The Town of Wilmington will conduct a Rabies Cl 
from 12 noon to 2 p.m. at the Wilmington D.P.W. 
Wilmington, Dog licenses will also be available at this time. 
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One of the most outspoken oppo- 
nents to the contract was chamber 
director Rocco DePasquale. He 
explained the town should get dis- 
tribution of earnings without hav- 
ing to pay more. He added, if noth- 
ing else, Reading Light should have 
been paying taxes on its plant in 
Wilmington all these years. 

Many, like fincom's Dick Dug- 
gan, felt a vote in favor of the 
article was a "cave-in" to the light 
department. 

Proponents were in favor of the 
article for a number of reasons, 
including $270,000 that will come 
to the town this year as in- 
lieu-of-taxes. Those in favor of 
ending the lengthy dispute with 
Reading Light went along with Bob 
Peterson's view that three-quarters 
of a loaf is better than none. 

"It's not an ideal agreement but 
we do not live in an ideal world," 
‘hoted Jim Stewart, who had helped 
negotiate the contract with select- 
men Chairman Bob Cain. He said 
he and Cain tried everything to get 
a share of the department's profits 
but failed largely because RMLD 
takes all of the risks. Though he 
spoke out for the article, Fincom's 
Neil Waisnor agreed Wilmington 
shouldn't ask for part of the profit 
until it owns part of the plant. He 
said acceptance of the contract 
gives the town a chance to get low 
cost power over the long term 
since Reading Light's price is the 
seventh lowest in New England. 

Stewart made a personal com- 
mitment, backed by RMLD Gen- 
eral Manager Len Rucker, that 
rates will not increase over the 20 
year life of the agreement. 

"We have no plans to increase our 
rates now even with Seabrook 
coming on (line)," Rucker said. 

The article passed 102 to 93. 

What the contract will give the 
town is equalized street lighting 
rates in all member towns, in- 
lieu-of-taxes in the amount of $6.5 
million over 20 years, and two 
seats on an advisory board to 
RMLD. The agreement is contin- 
gent on special legislation being 
passed to allow in-lieu-of-taxes to 
be taken above the line. It is also 
contingent on approval from the 
three other member towns.

school committee's $12,590,632 
bottom line figure for next year. 
Supt. William Fay reminded voters 
this budget is $15,000 less than the 
present year's and represents the 
loss of 20 staff positions in the fall. 

Shirley Callan of the Wilmington 
School Committee made a rare plea 
to fund her board's budget. "We 
really have cut every single nickle; 
I give you my word," she said. 

"I think it's amazing they cut 
$15,000 out of their budget. I think 
we have to support education," said 
Robert Gosse of Arlene Avenue as 
he urged residents to stop "nit- 
picking" and "pay for services 
now." 

Don Cassidy maintained the town 
has become "slaves" to Prop 21/2. 
He said if citizens want a quality 
town, they should go for an over- 
ride. 

Mary Cunningham had trouble 
hearing the final vote. When told 
town meeting went along with the 
school committee's figure, she 
cried out “Thank God." 

After initial debate, voters went 
along with a "modest" $50,648 in- 
crease in the Shawsheen Tech 
budget to cover a projected 25 per- 
cent increase in health insurance in 
the year ahead. 

At the urging of the Wilmington 
Board of Selectmen, which made 
many amendments to fincom's re- 
commendations throughout the 
day, voters restored monies to the 
police and fire deparument budgets. 
The funds will retain four patrol- 
men, one police sergeant, one 
firefighter, one fire department 
dispatch clerk, and pay for a fire 
licutenant on disability. In addi- 
tion, they would cover such things 
as uniforms, fill-in costs, and paid 
holidays for the men just restored

Groundwater protection passes

The water department had reason 
to celebrate Monday night as their 
controversial groundwater protec- 
tion bylaw met the approval of 
two-thirds of town meeting voters. 
A second article to purchase 13.8 
acres of land to protect the 
Brown's Crossing wellfield passed 
unanimously 

Voters acted on six warrant ar- 
ticles during the four hour session 
and reconsidered one budget item 
adding $12,639 for a part-time 
building inspector, Unlike Satur- 
day's meeting, voters were more 
cautious and carefully weighed the 
pros and cons of each article as 
they came up in random order. 

After voting on several amend- 
ments to the groundwater \protec- 
tion bylaw, including the “deletion 
of a hotly debated wetlands exclu- 
sion, residents listened as speakers 
from various boards and organi- 
zations Outlined problems they had 
with the proposal. 

Planning board Chairman Dave 
Clark maintained the bylaw con- 
tains no clear criteria to be follow- 
ed in issuing special permits and 
Zone boundary delineations 
would have to be challenged in 
court. 

The Wilmington League of Wo- 
men Voters urged that the article 
be withdrawn. President Barbara 
Sullivan said the league was 
concerned that the bylaw doesn't 
meet the minimum requirements of 
the Department of Environmental 
Protection and some sections were 

“ambiguous” and open to legal

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interpretation. 

Water commissioners promised 
they would come back at a future 
town meeting to add amendments 
to bring the bylaw up to DEP stan- 
dards. They added they had been 
careful to avoid anything which 
could lead to litigation. 

"It's almost impossible to look 
for perfection," Town Counsel 
Alan Altman pointed out. 

Former commissioner George 
Allan said the bylaw addresses the 
issues, and the problems brought 
up were technical problems with 
the permit process. 

A move by John Nitchie to post 
pone the article until the next town 
meeting failed in a 180 to 90 vote. 
Nitchie felt residents should have 
more time to study the article and 
its impact on the town. Others

voiced similar concern. 

In an emotional plea, commission 
Chairman Arthur Smith urged 
voters not to put the article aside as 
voters had done years ago with the 
town center project. He asked those 
in attendance to put their personal 
feelings aside and "give us the 
foundation of law we can work 
upon." Residents did in a 186 to 75 
vote 

The new bylaw will set up a 
groundwater protection district 
and prohibit some activities and 
allow others only by a special 
permit of the board of appeals. 
Prohibited uses include dry 
cleaning establishments, landfills 
and dumps, and junkyards. Uses 
requiring a special permit include 
commercial photographic proces-

Wilmington voters delivered a 
message to the Wilmington 
Redevelopment Authority (WRA) 
on Saturday afternoon, but whether 
that message will be heard is 
another question. 

Former selectman Jim Stewart 
made a motion in the special town 
meeting to direct the WRA to tum 
over $200,000 to the town, The 
only problem is that the town 
meeting does not have the power to 
make the directive stick. 

The redevelopment authority has 
about $500,000 on its books, profit 
and interest from the Jewel Drive 
industrial park, completed several 
years ago. In recent years, with 
authority from the town meeting, 
the WRA has been engaged in 
trying to coordinate the planning of 
improvements in Wilmington 
Center.

Textron wins $69m 
Army mine contract 


Textron Defense Systems has 
been selected the winner of the 
competition for full scale 
development of the Army Wide 
Arca Mine (WAM). The Army's 
Armament Research, Development 
and Engineering Center (ARDEC), 
U.S. Army AMCCOM, Picatinny 
Arsenal, NJ, the development 
agency for WAM, announced the 
selection April 9, 1990. 

Textron was selected over 
Honeywell after both companies 
completed a two year 
proof-of-principle program. 

"This is a very important 
program for us," said H.K. 
McCard, president of Textron 
Defense Systems. "It represents a 
major step forward in development 
of a totally new defensive system as 
well as recognition of the skills and 
dedication of our people.” 

WAM, a 42-month program with 
a contract value of $69,426,640 is 
being developed in response to an 
Army requirement for an 
autonomous, smart wide area mine 
to be used in concert with other 
mine systems to create complex 
obstacles to slow and block the 
movement of enemy forces. This 
initial contract is for a hand 
emplaced version of WAM. The 
Army expects to develop follow-on 
version for deployment using other 
emplacement methods such as 
Volcano, the Army mine 
dispensing system for use on 
helicopters and trucks. 

WAM employs a seismic and 
acoustic sensor combination to 
detect, classify and track vehicles 
and armor. An internal micro 
computer determines where to aim 
and when to launch the subject (a 
sensor fuzzed warhead) over the 
target.

The proposal by the fincom to 
have union contracts ratified by 
town meeting was defeated. 
Chairman Neil Waisnor said that 
with wages and wage related costs 
at 60 percent of the town budget 
and 81 percent of the school 
budget, what the town pays on 
union contracts is significant. 

Town Counsel Alan Altman said 
that the question of legality would 
be up to the attorney general.

I'm 
confident the budget problems can 
be resolved in a short period of 
time," Stapezynski said.

Parents needed for 
curriculum review

A critical point has been reached 
in the three to five year review of 
the curriculum in Wilmington's 
school system. 

According to Wilmington High 
Principal Paul Fleming, who is co- 
chairing the project with Wild- 
wood Principal Robert Arsenault, 
parents are now being asked to join 
the effort. He said there is a need 
for representatives from all grades 
lo serve on oversight committces 
that are now being formed. The 
oversight committces will cover 
language arts-English, science, 
math, social studies, physical edu- 
cation, special needs, and perform- 
ing and fine arts. The committees 
will help identify content and other 
needs in kindergarten through 
twelfth grade and establish learn- 
ing sequences in all major learning 
areas, 

To date, a primary development 
team composed of educators has 
been meeting every week after 
school to begin the curriculum 
process. The primary task ahead of 
the team is to assess the needs of the 
Wilmington system and upgrade 
areas that are lacking in some way. 
The team plans to select content, 
look at teaching strategy, set goals, 
and research curricula in other 
school districts. Fleming said 
though the process is long and 
“tedious,” it is also an exciting 
undertaking, 

Supt. William Fay assured the 
Wilmington School Committee last 
weck the team is not seeking to 
change every area under review.

It all began a few years ago with a little town hall we call 
the old one on Middlesex Avenue. It stands proudly in the 
shadows of the Congregational Church, which two hundred 
sixty years ago was a prerequisite institution for this town's 
separation from the Woburn Township. 

The old town hall dates back to the mid 1800's and has a 
simple architecture which served the town well over the 
course of many years. 

As those years rolled by quickly sleeply Wilmington 
changed. There were highways and new homes built, and a 
large industrial base gradually developed giving us a daytime 
population of approximately 30,000. 

The local government quickly evacuated the little white 
building on Middlesex Avenue, and its physical condition 
was no longer a priority. 

That was column number one. 

Within a week or two the painters were on hand 
performing their usual professional job and the old town hall 
had pride restored thanks to a gleaming, new coat of 
colonial white paint, courtesy of Scar's Roebuck. 

We've learned a lot since then. The first lesson was that 
there are three types of readers. The first type stays 
reasonably relaxed about things. You could write an expose 
saying his neighbor was a KGB agent (which when we started 
this column was more of an evil thing than it would be today, 
thank you Glasnost), and he'd take the whole thing lying 
down, There are few of these Americans«and they never 
write letters to the editor. 

Type two is the avid reader who instantly reacts from the 
gut to what you wrote. These people love you one week, hate 
you the next, and then may love you once again. They throw 
you a compliment after one edition and the bird after the 
next. We writers respect these readers in that they follow 
your work religiously, they'll never be accused of apathy, 
and their letters to the editor, somethimes as scathing as what 
you write yourself, prove to your boss that you are well read 
and worth the space in this newspaper. 

Reader type three is my prefered subscriber. He and she 
read consistently and have a very reasonable philoposophy. 
"Herein lies someone's opinion", they tell themselves as they 
begin to digest. "This is purely "op ed" writing, meant to 
provoke thought and portray a given idea for public 
consideration", they will conclude 

This is the reader that really gets it. They spell the coffee 
because they know that any real newspaper is only as credible 
as its editorial page is strong. 

This is a strong editorial page. And without appearing to 
pat myself on the back too much, which I do so well, this 
column has caused a flood of debate. 

As I begin a leave of absence from this particular column 
to take On some other challenges in my life, my mind is filled 
with thoughts. 

Was I ever really a critic of Buzz? Some people have been 
reminding me lately that I used to write nice things about Jim 
Miceli. Did he change, or did 1? And if I used to slice and 
dice the board of selectmen it shows, because this is the first 
year in my life that I've been on a first name basis with cach 
member. 

I think if I got a nickle for every time I interviewed 
Barbara Anderson I'd be rich. And just to show you how 
much things have changed in just a few years, I can 
remember getting a lot of heat in town for critical pieces on 
Governor Dukakis. Now he's not even fashionable to pick 
on 

We've written about the private ownership of guns 
(strongly in favor), abortion (strongly opposed), and a 
former selectman (ultimately opposed) 

We've had a great time because the challenge of writing a 
weekly political column is a great one. You have to try and 
reach down inside people and stimulate thought. And in this 
day and age of American complacency that hasn't always 
been an easy task. 

A final lesson I've learned is that politics, though 
important, really doesn't matter when you put it up against 
other things. It pales in comparison to your personal life, 
your family and the people at home you love. Politics is 
never worth a friendship, and probably never important 
cnough to get ina fight with someone you really care about 

We've caused plently of fights in this space, but hopefully 
we've made people realize that sometimes you have to agree 
to disagree. 

So this is goodbye for now. We might be back under this 
tile in November or we might not. But for at least the 
interim there is a replacement writer who will assume the

and style

The trunk of a newly planted tree 
benefits from some additional 
protection during the first year 
after planting. Drying winds, 
scorching sun and physical dam- 
age from chewing dogs, tch- 
ing catsand careless lawn mowers 
can injure tender bark, producing 
anything from growth setback to 
death. As a simple precaution, 
wrap the trunk with loosely, tied 
burlap or a manufactured’ tree 
trunk wrapping. If chewing ani- 
mals are likely to be a problem 
encircle the lower portion of the 
trunk with a cylinder of woven 
wire. Whenever a trunk or limb is 
encircled with a non-expandable 
material for a staking or for pro- 
tection, be sure to check the tie 
several times during each grow- 
ing season

Last Saturday, along with several 
hundred other Wilmington resi- 
dents looking to beat the heat, I 
attended the annual Town Meeting. 
Having been present at several 
Town Meetings in the past, I've 
seen meetings when residents have 
been very frugal with our tax 


dollars - moderately conservative 
and overly generous. The latter 
was the case this weekend. When 
the budget process was complete, 
everyone could be declared a 
winner. Or could they? The FY91 
town budget now stands at a 
minimum of $1.1 million over the 
levy limit. (It should be noted that 
after the Finance Committee 
completed its annual process of 
reviewing the municipal and school 
budgets, we began Town Meeting 
$266,964 over the levy limit.) 

Residents voted to support the 
School Committee budget of 
$12,590,632. Support continued all 
afternoon; Police, Fire, Public 
Works, Library, Recreation, 
Council on Aging. All cuts 
previously made were restored 
almost without exception. 

The final impact of the town 
budget must be made clear. Twenty 
municipal employees could 
potentially retain their jobs if an 
override of Proposition 2 1/2 is 
successful. However, regardless of 
the fate of the override with the 
voters our children will begin 
school in September with at best, 
one less teacher in; English, math 
science, social studies, reading, 
business, art, music, home 
economics, industrial arts, physical 
education; one less nurse and 
guidance counselor; three fewer 
elementary classroom teachers, 
two less computer literacy teach-

Backyard gardening

Before we get to the subject of 
asparagus, there are a couple of 
items requiring a quick mention, 

First, with the sudden transition 


t from damp and cool to warm and 


dry, don't give way to that 
overpowering urge to rush out and 
buy your tomato and pepper plants. 
It is early by at least a full week 
(two or three would be safer) to set 
out tender vegetables. My records 
going back 30 years here in 
Wilmington reveal that the 
average last frost occurs on May 
6. The range involved is from 
April 22 to May 26. Nine years out 
of 10 we can safely put tomato 
plants into the garden on or about 
May 15. You can cheat a week 
earlier if you are prepared to cover 
the young plants in the event of 
inland frost warnings. Again this 
spring Yentile’s in South Wil- 
mington will have an adequate 
supply of Jumbo tomato plants, this 
gardener's favorite mid-season 
variety, 

Under the heading of "Don't 
believe everything you read;" an 
areca weekly recently included a 
home and garden supplement 
which contained some abysmally 
bad advice. The question was 
posed, "When is the best time of 
day to spray insecticides on my 
flower and vegetable gardens?" 
The answer which followed was, 
"The best time to spray your 
garden is early in the moming, or 
late in the evening, when the air is 
still." Experienced gardeners must 
have cringed at this response, since 
it is a fact that bees and many other 
beneficial pollinators are at their 
busiest early in the morning. 
Spraying between sunrise and 9:30 
a.m. will destroy many of the bees 
you are fortunate enough to have in 
your neighborhood. If you do use 
insecticides (and we'll get into that 
subject later on) always spray or 
dust after:7:30 p.m., by which time 
the bees have returned to their 
hives. 

Many beginner gardeners ask me

if it is worth the time and trouble to 
plant an asparagus bed. My first 
question back to them is -- how 
long do you think you'll be living 
where you are today? If they 
respond more than four or five 
years, I encourage them to go for 
it. An asparagus bed is a long term 
investment, and does not begin to 
reward the gardener until the third 
year, and then with a very modest 
cutting. I planted 18 root clumps 
six years ago and began taking a 
significant harvest two years ago. 
Last year (the fifth spring after 
planting) we cut about 100 spears 
from the 18 plants. Asparagus is 
delicious anyway, but when you 
harvest the spears from your own 
bed, they taste twice as good. Don't 
ask me why; they just do. 

Since the asparagus plant sends its 
roots 15 to 18 inches down, it is 
necessary to deep spade your bed. 
My suggestion for a first attempt 
would be to buy a minimum of 12 
root clumps, which will require a 
section three feet wide by nine feet 
long. Plant two rows of six, 
spacing the rows two feet apart and 
the plants a foot and a half apart in 
the rows. The root clumps should 
be set into the soil six inches deep, 
with the many roots in each plant 
spread out as evenly as possible. 
Before the actual planting, mix a 
shovelfull of dehydrated cow 
manure into the area where the 
roots will be set. 

After setting in the roots, half fill 
the six inch depression and 
thoroughly soak the bed. In six or 
eight weeks, after the early growth 
is several inches out of the soil, fill 
the bed with soil to ground level. 
The only other care they will 
benefit from in their first year 
would be a four inch mulch of 
grass, hay or rotting leaves, to 
conserve moisture and keep the 
weeds under control. 

Try to obtain Mary Washington 


or Waltham Washington plants, , 


both of which are quite resistant to 
Tust. 

"Safer" all purpose insecticide 
(non toxic) has worked well for me 
to keep asparagus beetles under 
control.

sing; testing at laboratories that 
dispose of biological, radioactive 
and chemical tes; and metal 
plating. The bylaw will only apply 
to new lots, a change in the existing 
use of a property, and new busi- 
nesses and industry. 

Unexpected debate surrounded 
Article 21, to transfer 148 parcels 
of land to the Conservation Com- 
mission. The transfers were 
recommended by the former 
planning intern and approved by 
the planning board and Conser. 
vation Commission. 

Upon hearing from builder Jay 
Tighe that it would take an act of 
the state legislature to release the 
lots once the transfer took place, 
many said they would prefer to 
review the parcels further before 
making this commitment. Others 
expressed disappointment with the 
lack of notification to abuttors and 
the way the article was presented in 
the warrant. Voters pointed out 
there was no way to locate the lots. 

One resident called the article 
"wasteful" and suggested the town 
first offer the parcels to abuttors to 
generate funds. Planner Carole 
Hamilton explained that during the 
study of town land, this was deter- 
mined to be the best use of the land. 

Requests to delete eight of the lots 
met with voter approval. The 
water department said two of the 
lots are contiguous to a wellfield. 
Two abuttors asked that the other 
lots be deleted so they could 
purchase them when the mora- 
torium on the sale of town land is 
lifted. 

Both State Rep. James Miceli and 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
urged passage of the article. 

“It's a rare thing at these town 
mectings we put anything into con- 
servation,” noted Miceli 

After further discussion, the 
article failed 161 to 69. 

In other business, town meeting 
gocrs approved Fred Cain's re- 
zoning on Main Street from 
general business to high density, 
unanimously approved a local 
room occupancy excise tax of four 
percent, and unanimously gave 
authority to the town treasurer to 
enter into compensating balance

Former 1 sbury High School Athletic Director Michael 
(Mickey) Sullivan will be coming back to education somewhere this 
fall, and that somewhere might just be right back in the Redmen athletic 
clor's chair. 

Sullivan has received at least one offer to become athletic director in 
another school system and has a teaching opportunity elsewhere as well, 
but he has expressed an interest in coming back as the TMHS' athletic 
director, a position he held from 1975 until 1982 when he took a leave 
of absence to develop a comdominium project in Tewksbury. 

He was a teacher in the Tewksbury school system beginning in 1968, 
and later coached baseball and basketball before being named to 
succeed Charlie Hazel as athletic director in 1975. 

Current TMHS' Athletic Director Bob Aylward will be leaving 
later this summer to begin his duties as Nashua High School's football 
coach, and Sullivan has responded positively to speculation that he 
might be the next athletic director. Saying he is seeking a "challenge", 
Sullivan also admits that;"you don't just leave something behind that 
was in your blood for 16 years." 

Tewksbury must act fast on the matters of filling both the athletic 
director's position and the football head coaching vacancy that Aylward 
also leaves behind as he heads north to Nashua. Sullivan is well known 
in the Merrimack Valley Conference, where he has continued to work 
as a basketball official. With Tewksbury and every other school in the 
MVC facing a fiscal crisis with the exception of Lawrence Central 
Catholic, many feel that Sullivan is the right man for the job with his 
background as both a successful businessman and a tough 
administrator.

Mysteriously mobile monsters!

A few weeks ago in this space, the 
unusual tale of Sebastian, the hungry 
crayfish which grew into a monster 
that ruled our aquarium, was told.

Incumbent Jim Miceli (D) 
'a new definition to constituent services'

Voters in the November election 
will see a very familiar name on the 
ballot for Representative to the 20th 
Middlesex District, one which has 
appeared there for over 13 years. 

James R. Miceli, Democrat, will 
be seeking reelection to the post he 
has held since 1977. 

Miceli, who first took office in the 
special election to fill the seat left 
vacant by the death of Fred Cain, has 
represented Tewksbury and most of 
Wilmington to the state since Jimmy 
Carter held the U.S. Presidency. 

He takes pride that "people can call 
my office any time, and many do," 
and he can cite a long list of benefits 
and improvements brought to both 
towns during his tenure. From new 
traffic lights along Main Street to 


energy-saving windows from the 
department of energy, Miceli has 
been providing for both Tewksbury 
and Wilmington. 

"We've given a new definition to 
constituent services," Miceli said. 
His position on the House Ways and 
Means committee, where he boasts a 
good relationship with Chairman 
Richard Voke, gives him a say in 
state spending proposals. 

But the state budget is currently a 
hot issue, and Miceli has stated that 
the problems will be solved in the 
next few weeks, "one way or the 
other." He said he has been part of a 
small group calling for more cuts in 
the state budget, instead of raising 
taxes. 

"In a $13 billion budget, you can 
still find a lot of money (to cut)," he 


said. 

"While people can demagogue the 
issue,” he said, "I've been a fiscal 
conservative." 

But unlike most years, Miceli faces 
two challengers in the upcoming 
race, one a Democrat to be faced in 
the primary, and one a Republican. 
He had sométhing to say about both. 

Rocco DePasquale, he said, was a 
major contributor to the Dukakis 
for President campaign in 1988, and 
that the restauranteur has long been 
a friend of the governor. In fact, he 
noted, it was Dukakis who put Rocco 
DiPasquale on the board of directors 
of Tewksbury Hospital. 

As for Republican Kevin Sowyrda 
of Wilmington, Miceli noted that the 
candidate once sought political help 
to get a state job and was given "the

leader to George Keverian. If state 
leaders are taking credit for the 
good times, he added, they must 
also take the responsibility for the 
current budget "fiasco." 

One of Sowyrda’s priorities, if 
elected, will be to file a local ethics 
bill to prevent ethics violations in 
towns like Tewksbury. Under his 
legislation, an individual will be 
required to fill out a form dis- 
closing his jobs and financial stand- 
ing before being elected or 
appointed to local boards. This 
would allow the Ethics Com- 


mission to do a background check 
on appointees to see if there is 
anything which could put them into 
a conflict of interest situation. 

"We need new bills on Beacon 
Hill to protect the interests of hard- 
working people in Tewksbury who 
deserve to have their quality of life 
protected. We haven't had this kind 
of leadership with the current rep," 
Sowyrda said.

There is much time and energy to 
be expended before the election, but 
after 13 years, Miceli knows how.

We need a state 
rep. who will work with local of- 
ficials and abide by the wishes of 
the people at the ballot box," the 
candidate said. 

Sowyrda claimed just replacing 
the town center bridge would en- 
danger the community and 
"jeopardize" commerce ip. town.

What makes Coolidge unique? 
“The strong sense of cooperation 
based on mutual respect that 
allows teachers to create and take 
risks for the benefit of kids,” he 
says. “We have a balance where 
one program is not more impor- 
tant than any other program. 
They’re all very important, and all 
supported as such. 

“No one person here is any 
more important than the other. 
Our custodians never hesitate to 
come up with suggestions to 
improve the facility. If we're 
doing a musical or anything else, 
they go above and beyond what's 
required of them. For instance, 
Bob Allen didn’t like the lighting 
in the cafetorium. So he changed 
it. He didn’t like the way the 
mikes were set up. So we made 
new outlets. He never hesitates to 
improve the building. It’s like his 
own home - and he’s a reflection 
of our staf 

As the outgoing president of the 
Massachusetts Middle Level 
Adminiswrators Association, 
Lahood has been looking at edu- 
cation in Massachusetts from a 
local, state and national perspec- 
tive. He’s thrilled to be the 
“Principal of the Year” and burst- 
ing with pride about Coolidge 
Middle School. He’s in it for the 
long haul, open to suggestion and 
ready for whatever it takes to keep 
Coolidge the model school it is 
and to keep Massachusetts in the 

forefront of education. 

Principal of the Year. Coolidge 
recognized in ‘89 as a School of 
Excellence by the Massachusetts 
Department of Education. A state- 
of-the-art computer center which 
opened this fall, the second such 
in Massachusetts. The Coolidge 
Future Problem Solvers Team,

attention, left and right. He’s “just 
tickled.” 

Principal of ihe Year. A meeting 
with seventh grade parents just 
this week. The number of elec- 
tives cut in half. No more Future 
Problem Solvers, computers, math 
team, Great Books, theater arts, 
chorus? 

For Lahood, it’s the worst of 
times: no Proposition 2 1/2 over- 
ride, He’s “almost devastated.” 

“There are ups and downs - it’s 
not all peaches and cream,” he 
says. “Because the override failed, 
I've had to dismantle a lot of the 
good programs we had in place - 
we can no longer afford them so 
they’re out. 

“You work and develop, and 
you build the best program for the 
kids with the help of everyone 
else. It takes you 10 years, and 
then in one fell swoop, it’s gone. 
It's like they’ve taken the wind 
out of your sails, 

“But in this town, we just get up 
and roll up our sleeves and get 
back to work. 

“In Massachusetts,” says 
Lahood, “you have excellent 
school systems that now will be 
reduced to good school systems 
and good ones that will be 
reduced to mediocrity. 

“Massachusetts has been out 
front with California, Maryland 
and New York. California has 
been a leader and it’s starting to 
slip; and Florida is slipping badly. 
Two or three states down South 
aren’t doing well at all - they're 
closing schools. 


“The governors’ conference 
with the President came out with 
five or six major goals - everyone 
would be an expert in math and 
science ... but the bottom line is, 
“That's what you want - you fig- 
ure out how to do it.’ 

“There are no new monies,” 
continues, “The President said he 
allocated more money to educa- 
tion and that may be so, but it’s 
still five or six percent below 
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what he allocated this year, so it’s 
acut, 

“It’s the same scenario we have 
here. You base it on ‘89, then you 
cut from ‘89.” 

As president of the Mass. 
Middle Level School Admin- 
istrators Association, Lahood 
went to the State House “three or 
four times” to promote a broad- 
based tax that would restore pub- 
lic funding for education, He 
spoke to legislators; he spoke to 
the governor; he testified. 
Nothing. 

“Other middle schools are in a 
similar position,” he says. 
“They're all trying to maintain the 
core program and cut those areas 
where kids will be hurt the least, 
hoping that the cultural experi- 
ences will come from outside, 
such as their visiting the Museum 
of Science or the Museum of Fine 
Arts, attending a concert or a bal- 
let.” 

The association has been suc- 
cessful in instituting a middle 
level certification for grades-five- 
through-nine teachers. “That certi- 
fication deals with the total child,” 
he says. “It’s not content or sub- 
ject-oriented. It is child-oriented 
and deals with physical, intellec- 
tual and emotional development 
which goes back to skills, teams.” 


These efforts and the example 
set by Mass. Department of 
Education Commissioner Harold 
Raynolds, Jr. give him cause 
for optimism: “Commissioner 
Raynolds wrote ‘Public Education 
in Massachusetts: A Broken 
Promise’ to report to the governor 
the impact of fiscal year 1990 
budget reductions on our 
schools,” says Lahood. “But after 
that - just as an example of how 
people don’t quit - he wrote 
“Images of the Future,’ his pro- 
posed visions for public education 
in Massachusetts in the 21st cen- 
tury. 

“Our association is getting 
involved already in some of those 
visions - school structuring, early 
childhood education and educa- 
tional personnel. We sponsored 
two conferences with the state on 
parent involvement, and basic 
adult education will have to 
become a reality. 

“Look at 


Commissioner 
Raynolds. He's had to close three 
regional offices and he’s lost a lot 
of personnel. Yet he still has the 
desire to move forward, and he is 
moving forward, in spite of every- 
thing. 

“That's what it’s all about, and 
that sums it up for most educators. 
We are a reflection of our schools 
and our schools are a reflection of 
us, and that’s important.” 

What goes around ... “I think 
the problems in education will 
have to be solved at the local 
level. No one is going to solve 
them for us.” Lahood has begun 
to bandage Coolidge’s fiscal 
wounds by appealing for commu- 
nity volunteers. 

Principal of the Year or not, 
budget crisis or not, what happens 
in each Coolidge classroom is 
more important to Lahood than 
any award-winning program 
“They're challenged in class,” he 
says. “We have a strong content. 
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Our orientation is skills and skills 
application within the content 
areas, coupled with critical think- 
ing activities - always to stimulate 
the mind. 

“Tt’s not as important to master 
the content as it is to master the 
skills - because once you master 
the skills, you can master any 
content.” 


A vision for school, state, 
nation. 

Brimming with many more spe- 
cific examples of the flexibility 
and creativity of staff-become- 
family, he says, “Our staff won’t 
hesitate to do more than is 
required. The requirement here is 
not what is required, but to do 
your very best, always with the 
kids in mind, 

“That's where our joy is, in the 
kids.”

desperate to make a statement 
with this movie. But it's up to the 
audience to figure out if this is 
supposed to be the Nineties ver- 
sion of "Young Doctors in Love" 
or "Young Dr. Kildare." Mmmm. 
What a choice. 

Silver tends to take herself too 
seriously, which was a big part of 
the problem with her last flick, the 
melodramatic "Permanent Record.” 
Her current effort should be a lit- 
tle movie about the intensity of 
medical school, but instead is 
filmed as if it were a medical 
emergency. It's during the third 
year that the amateurs are weeded 
out as students move out of class- 
rooms and into hospitals. It's a 
tough time, often heartbreakingly 
so, but Silver would have us 
believe these folks are gods-in- 
training, not medics. 

Music swells in the back- 
ground as doctors line up to scrub 
and don their gloves and masks. 
One would think they were high 
priests preparing for a sacred ritu- 
al. These people walk down corri- 
dors framed with cathedral ceil- 
ings, or rendezvous in moody, 
steamy hideaways in the hospital's 
basement. Neither the dialogue 
nor roles are all that strong to 
begin with, but are even less 
effectual when smothered under 
all this atmosphere. 

The actors, thankfully, tum in 
performances which transcend 
their stilted boundaries. Adrian 
Pasdar and Jack Gwaltney each 
instill an urgency into their com- 
petitive need to come out on top 
of the class, Diane Lane and Jane 
Adams are both quite likable as 
students called upon to battle sex- 
ism while bringing a warmth to 
the medical profession men often 
don't. Even Jimmy Smits, in a 
supporting role as their teacher, 
manages to convey concern and 
dedication. Unfortunately, he has 
to rely on body language and 
facial expressions, as the script 
often fails him. 


Considering that the dialogue, 
on a whole, borders on the bland, 
the cast did a remarkable job of 
injecting a feeling of truth to char- 
acters that could have been flat. 
But these actors can never rise 
above a weak story and Silver's 
odd direction. There is not one 
strong plot, but several romanc 
and personal struggles interwoven

Wilmington Lions Sponsor 
Anti-Drug Legislation 


Representative Jim Miceli has filed 
on behalf of the Wilmington Lions 
Club, legislation which would pro- 
hibit the sale of cigarette rolling pa- 
pers. District Drug Awareness Chair- 
man Bob Power made the club aware 
of the widespread availability of these 
rolling papers and explained the in- 
tended market for these items. Noting 
the lack of availability of the neces- 
sary cigarette tobacco to manufacture 
hand rolled cigarettes, the clearly 
intended use for these papers is in the 
illegal manufacturing of marijuana 
cigarettes or joints. 


A report of the Massachusetts 
Department of Education indicated 
that the average age for first time 
marijuana use is below the age of 11 
years. Of great concern is the fact that 
while children under the age of 18 are 
prohibited from purchasing cigarettes, 
apparently there is no such age re- 
striction on the sale of these cigarette 
rolling papers. 


With these facts in mind, the 
Wilmington Lions Club has sponsored 
House Bill #339 which if passed into 
law would prohibit the sale of all ciga- 
rette rolling papers in the Common- 
wealth. The Wilmington Lions Clubis

Recently V.O.S.H., initiated 
a free eye screening clinic at the 
Pine Street Inn in Boston to 
provide needed services to the 
homeless.
